Japan Stipulated Reservation 
Concerning Treatment in Other 
Mandate Territories. 

Ry the Apeoc ated Freas 
WASHINGTON, March §&. 
accepted the mandate for former 
German possessions in the Pacific 
north of the equator, including the 
Is'and of Yap, with the reservation 
that Japanese citizens should not be 
“to a discriminatory and 
disadvantageous treatment,” in 
other mandated territories. This was 
disclosed in tne complete text of the 
mandate granted Japan by the 
League of Nations which was ob- 
tained vesterday at the Btate De- 
partmerit. The reservation stipu- 
lated by Japan was similar to one 
advanced by the American Govern- 
ment in reference to Mesopotamia 
in its recent note to the League of 
Nations in which exception also was 
taken to the declaration in the pre-

‘'amble of the mandate that it was 


conferred in accordance with an 
agreement between “the principal 
Allied and associated Powers.” 
What U. 8.“Has Maintained. 
The United Stetes has maintained 
that it was never a party to the 
agreement by which Yap was confer- 
red upon Japan and it has also in- 
sisted upon equal commercial oppor- 
tunities for all nationals in the man- 
dated territories. Japans contention 
for equal opportunities is understood 
to apply particularly to the man- 


dated territories south of the equator.

Besides the grant of freedom only 
to nationals of States members of 
the League of Nations for the prose- 
cution of their calling as mission- 
aries in the mandated territory, the 
text of the mandate in the opinion 
of officials, is of particular iuterest 
to the United States in that it spe- 
cifically provides that the consent of 
the Council! of the League of Nations 
is required for an} modification of 
its terms.
